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Remarks 

Per a telephone interview on August 19, 2003 between Applicants' representative and 
Examiner Lau, it was agreed that Applicants file a request for continued examination 
including an amendment to amend claims 11-12 and 24. During the interview, Examiner Lau 
informed Applicants' representative that claims 11-14, 15-17, 23 and 24 would be allowable 
if claims 11-12 and 24 were amended per the Examiner's recommendations. Claims 11, 12, 
and 24 are hereby amended. Claims 13 and 14 have been amended to correct a minor 
grammatical error. No new matter has been added by the amendments.
